How much a part of the parking 


meter funds have meant to muni- 
cipalities is revealed in the figures 
showing that San Francisco leads 
the parade of all cities in the 
amount 
collected 
with $763,291. 


Rockford leads cities in the 50,000- 
100,000 class with an annual take 
Of $194,445. 


Until recently, the survey re- 


ports, the parking meter had two 
basic objectives: To promote turn- 
pver at the curb and to help in en- 
forcing parking time limits at the 
Durbs. 


The . new 
concept, Highway 


magazine points out, is to place 
th« parking meter into'full finan- 
cial partnership with off-street 
parking facilities. The arrange- 
ment places all parking facilities 
under public control. The meters 
serves as the principal source of 
revenue for the development and 
maintenance of all facilities. 
* * «" 


Quoting further from the article: 


"Fines for parking meter viola- 
tions vary widely—literally from 
5 cents in some places to $5 in an- 
other. The most common fine is 
SI. In Red Oak, la., the violator 
is asked to deposit whatever his 
conscience dictates in an envelope 
as a fine. 


The use of fine deposit boxes is 


spreading to many areas, the re- 
port notes. Under this system, vio- 
lators are given and envelope and 
may deposit their fines in collec- 
tion boxes placed at convenient 
points. 
* • • 


Although we have all become 


accustomed to putting a nickel in 
the meter and receiving an hour's 
parking time, it may conic as a 
surprise that there are a wide 
variety of times stipulated on the 
meters in service throughout the 
nation. 
Some of the odd rates charges 


are 5 minutes for 1 cent; 15 min- 
utes for 1 cent; 36 minutes for 5 
cents: l',s hours for 5 cents and 
12 hours for 60 cents. 


The later charge is assessed on 


24 meters at Hanover Borough, 
Pa., where long-time parking is 
permitted. At most of the rest of 
Hanover Borough's 
meters, the 


limit is 2 hours for 10 cents. 


And the trend for meter rates 


is up. New York is already try- 
ing 10-eent meters. 
The higher fee, say those who 


favor them, is relatively cheap in 
comparison 
to 
privately-owned 


parking lots where the rates aver- 
ace about 35 or 50 cents an hour.

Taft Adds to 
• 


Views on UN 
Truce Talks 


WASHINGTON I/Pi-Sen. Taft (R- 


Ohio) said today it is "silly" to 
permit India and other members 
of the United Nations who claim 
they are neutral in the Korean 
.War to influence truce terms. 


The Senate GOP leader made 


that comment to reporters in talk- 
ing about his May 26 discussion 
of Korean policy to which Presi- 
dent Eisenhower took exception. 


Taft indicated he feels there has 


been some misunderstanding of his 
views and said he did not believe 
the United Slates should "go it 
alone." 


He talked with reporters at the 


Capitol soon after attending a 
White House conference of legis- 
lative leaders. 


Taft had said earlier that he did 


not use the words "go it alone" 
in his May 26 discussion.

War Armistice 
Reported Near 


WASHINGTON </P)—The Communist and United 


Nations commands were reported today to be very close 
to agreement on a Korean war armistice. 


Officially, there was the closest secrecy but it was 


clear in high'quarters of the government that agreement 
on a truce was at hand. 


There was a notable increase of optimism among of- 


ficials and some indication the latest Red response could 
be considered as virtual acceptance of the U. N. propos- 
als of 10 days ago. 


According to this interpretation, the only matters 


left to be negotiated are relatively minor differences. 


PANMUNJOM ffi—The Communists reportedly submitted a coun- 


terproposal to the "final" Allied terms for a truce in Korea. 


The Reds offered a lengthy statement of their position at a 73-minute 


secret session today that brought delegates together for the first time 
in nine days. 


The report cam* from a source 


close to the negotiations. 


However, another source said 


later the Communists did not ad- 
vance a formal counterproposal as 
such, but stated their position at 
length and asked explanations of 
some provisions of the Allies' May 
25 proposals. 


Agreement Near? 


Rumors grew in both Munsan 


and Seoul that the 
negotiators 


were close to agreement, but there 
was nothing from official quarters 
to support them. 


The Communist Peiping radio, 


"heard in Tokyo, gave no indication 
of any Red move within the con- 
ference. It noted only that the ses- 
sion was held in secret. 


Contents of the Communist state- 


ment were kept secret. 


The Allies asked for and got a 


recess 
until Saturday, 
stirring 


speculation that a Red counterpro- 


posal would be sent to the U. S. 
and other allies for consideration. 


The South Korean delegate con- 


tinued his boycott, which started 
May 25. This was the second ses-' 
sion he had missed.

Dwarfs Other Desert Blasts

Huge Ball of Fire 
Bathes Desert for 
About 30 Seconds 


.LAS VEGAS, Nev.—(IP)— 


The biggest atom bomb ever 
exploded in the United States 
flamed for more than two 
minutes in the pre-dawn sky 
over Nevada Proving Ground. 


The fireball boiled for more than 


30 seconds, indicating an intensity 
twice that of any previous bomb 
or device detonated in the desert. 


The 20-kiloton Hiroshima bomb 


had a 10-second fireball. 


Dropped 
from 
an 
extremely 


high-flying B36, the unprecedented 
A-bomb flashed across the entire 
horizon and bathed the desert in a 
ghostly white light for at least five 
seconds. 
Then it formed into a 


brilliant golden fireball. 


Tremendous Power 


The power of this amazing weap- 


on was probably not less than 50 
kilotons. The Atomic Energy Com- 
mission has previously detonated 
three devices at Yucca Flat that 
have had an Intensity greater than 
the so-called nominal or Hiroshima 
bomb. 


Today's blast, llth and final of 


the spring series, probably com- 
pared favorably with some of the 
huge explosions reported at the 
Pacific Proving Grounds at Eniwe-- 
tok. 


The explosion went off exactly 


at 5:15 a.m., (CST). The flash was 
seen in San Francisco, 600 miles 
away and in Los Angeles, 250 
miles distant. 


Strangely, however, the shock 


which was reported very strong at 
the AEC control point, was not 
felt in Las Vegas or by observers 
on Ml. Charleston, 45 miles from 
the test site. 


Visible 2 Minutes 


The fire in the cloud was visible 


to mountain observers 
for two 


minutes and 20 seconds before it 
faded. 
Veteran atomic reporters 


agreed that this far outshone any 
of 
the 
30 previous 
blasts 
in 


Nevada. 


Fires were observed burning on 


Yucca Flat some 10 minutes later 
when observers started returning 
jto Las Vegas. The fires probably 
were in trees, some left over from 
previous tests this spring 
structures were known to 
been involved today.

Meets Accusations 


So, in easy conversation*! style,

met head on the accusations aired 
in Congress only a few hours be- 
fore that his Air Force budget 
cuts are imperiling the nation's 
security. 


Eisenhower's audience was es- 


timated in TV circles at 50 mil- 
lions. 
They saw and heard the 


President tell them, with a refer- 
ence to the 1038 concessions to 
Adolf Hitler that sowed the seeds 
of the last world war: 


"There is going to be no new 


Munich and at the same time 
there is going to be no risk of a 
general war, because a modern 
war would be too horrible to con- 
template."

Radical New 
Process Told 
By AEC Chief 


Civilian Power From 
Atom Hastened by 
Research, Says Dean 


ATLANTIC CITY <£>)—The 


United States today an- 
nounced the successful "breed- 
ing" of atomic fuel—that is^ 
the production of at least as 
much, or more, new fission- 
able material as is burned up 
in the process of making it. 


The development is one of the 


most revolutionary in the entire 
atomic program. It was disclosed., 
by Chairman Gordon Dean • of tfie 
Atomic Energy Commission in a 
speech prepared for the Edison • 
Electric institute. 


Dean cautioned his audience "61 


3,000 electric and power men not 
to assume that economic power 
from atomic energy is here. But 
he called the achievement a mile-" 
stone of progress and said it! 
"holds out the promise of making- 
a civilian atomic power industry' 
even more feasible and attractive 
in the long-range than it has hith- 
erto appeared to be." 


Illustrates Process 


The process, Dean said, was! 


worked out at the AEC's reactor 
testing station at Arco, Nev. H«' 
illustrated it this way: 
'. 


"To explain to you the impact 


of reaching this new milestone. I 
would like to use an analogy, al- 
beit a greatly over-simplified one.! 
"I would like to ask you to im- 
agine a world in which only on* 
hundred gallons of gasoline exist- 
ed. When that gasoline was used 
up, gasoline 
would forever be 


gone irom the earth. But let us 
imagine that we could make gaso- 
line out of water by burning the 
gasoline we had in the presence 
of water. Let us say, for example 
that by burning up bur 100 gallon! 
of gasoline we could change 90 
gallons of water into new gaso- 
lin.e and that thereafter we could, 
by buniing gasoline in the pres- 
ence of water, always make new 
gasoline equivalent to 90 per cent 
of that which we b'urned. By such 
a process we would quite obvious- 
ly greatly stretch out our supply 
of gasoline, but we could hardly 
expect to stretch it out indefinite- 
ly for we would always be making 
a little less gasoline than we con- 
sumed. 


Ultimate Result 


••Ultimately we would run out 


of gasoline before we ran out of 
water, and all the rest of the wa- 
ter in the world would be useless 
to us so far as gasoline produc- 
tion was concerned. 


"But to pursue our over-simpli- 


fied analogy, still further, now let 
us assume that we succeeded in 
developing a way by which we 
could produce 100 or more gallons 
of new gasoline from water for 
every 100 gallons we burned. Sud- 
denly we would have made it pos- 
sible 
for ourselves 
to 
change 


gradually all of the water in the 
world into gasoline. Our gasoline 
shortge would have vanished." 


Dean said that essentially is 


what happened at Aroc. 


Potentially, 
t h e achievement 


opens the way to making use of 
the world's supply of uranium-238, 
which is HO times more plentiful 
than the fissionable U-235, as'a 
source of fuel for power or for 
bombs. Moreover, it may open the 
way to using all supplies of £n 
clement called thorium which is 
even more plentiful than uranium- 
238. 


Tells of Process 


Telling of the process worked out 


in a special reactor or furnace at 
ARCO, Dean said: 


-The reactor is operating in 


such a way that it is burning up 
iuamum-235, and, in the process,

May IS. went back to his home 
town of Houston, bought a new 
car, married a 16-year-old girl, 
bought new clothes for himself and 
his, bride and planned a California 
honeymoon. 


Picked Up Again 


But officers arrested 
Franks 


Wednesday on a minor traffifc vio- 
lation. 
They found a .38-caliber 


pistol on the seat beside him. He 
was charged with carrying a pis- 
tol -and released under $400 bond. 


He said he bought the pistol for 
target practice. 


Franks told police and reporters 


he intends to go straight and to 
use part of the $19,000 to buy a 
.service station. He has about $13,- 
000 left. 


In the warden's office at the 


Huntsville State prison, Henderson 
said he still has faith in Franks. 


"He isn't' the criminal type." 


Henderson said. "I gave him this 
money because of my faith in him 
and because I wanted to show the 
world what a yoiing man can do 
with a proper start in life." 


Henderson, a frail man weighing 


112 pounds and in poor health, was 
sentenced for the slaying -of a 
woman and her father in 1943. 


Serve* 17 Months 


Franks 'was in the boys' reform 


.school before he was 18 and had 
served 17 months of his two-year 
sentence when he was released. 


Henderson said he had given his 


daughter. Mrs. D. H. Shoupp, 27, 
of Tornillo, Tex., the power of at- 


torney and nsk«d her to deposit 
the $19.000 for Franks in a Hunts- 
ville bank. 


He said he had helped other 


convicts by giving them J150 and 
$100 
for new clothes when they 


got out of prison. 


He said ho had no agreement 


with Franks about the money. 


"Nothing 
but a 
gentleman's 


agreement," he added. "I told him 
this—"I want to see what you can 
do with this money. 
You can 


throw it away, invest it, make 
money for both of Us if you so de- 
sire. I'm leaving it up to you."

Help End Colonialism 


Secretary of State Dulles, who .has not been as sure- 


footed a foreign affairs leader as expected, nevertheless was 
ifa firm stride when he declared the United States should pro- 
rpote self-governmeat in the Near East and Asia and give no 
aid or appearance of aid to colonialism. 
' 
On his recent tour of those regions. Dulles found what 


others before him have found. The native populations des- 
perately want independence. They want an end to colonial 
control by Britain. France or any other. 
! - Insofar as the United States seems to ally itself closely 
to the aims of these governments in Asia and the Middle 
Bast, it too will be looked upon with considerable disfavor. 
; 
And so long as Russian or Chinese Communists profess 


to espouse the nationalistic goals of these peoples, the Reds 
Jt,re*likely to have some measure of the success they have 
had in Indo-China in taking over and distorting movements 
tpr independence.

We feel—with good reason—that the Asiatics and Near 


Eastern folk who allow this to happen are incredibly naive 
politically. They do not realize they are trading British and 
Drench overlords for Communist masters whose tyranny is 
unparalleled. 
\ 
Yet, in simple fairness, we cannot hope to impress them 


with the earnestness of our concern for their freedom and 
dur own if we do not help to lift the colonial yoke from them. 
I 
Native Vietnamese in Indo-China do not care to fight 


and die for French rulers. No effort to enlist large native 
forces in behalf of freedom there is likely to succeed until 
prance-gives the people full control of their own political des- 
tjinies. We cannot order the French to do this. But we must 
try hard to persuade them.

In the same way, the British must ultimately turn over 


control in Malaya, must get their armed forces out of Egypt 
(after proper safeguards for Suez are set up). And the 
French must begin to think seriously of yielding hegemony 
over their North African colonies along the Mediterranean. 


TJiese moves will be. bitter medicine for the once-great 


Colonial powers. The best they can hope for is somehow 
to keep the colonial lands within the French or the British 
family of nations, as with the British Commonwealth pattern. 


But there is no alternative. Continued colonialism, and 


Continued help for it from us, carries with it the risk of dis- 
aster, in the Middle East and Asia. Only communism can be 
£he gainer, and in these territories communism already has 
gained far too much.

CHICAGO (/Pi — A mother, her 


three daughters and three grand- 
daughters were killed Wednesday 
night when their crowded automo- 
bile crashed into-a Michigan Cen- 
tral railroad passenger train.

Another grandchild and a neigh- 


bor girl, also passengers in the 
car. were injured. 
All were resi- 


dents of the South Chicago dis- 
trict. The accident occurred in sub- 
urban Burnham at the Chicago 
city limits on the Illinois-Indiana 
border. 


No passengers in the J3-car train 


were injured but the train, the 
Canadian Niagara en route to De- 
troit, was delayed one hour.

Mich., told police the train was 
traveling about 40 miles an hour 
and the auto at about 60 miles 
an hour when the crash occurred.

The Doctor Says; 


Erythema Nodosum Puzzle 
Both in Origin and Remedy 


By EDWIN I*. JOKDON. M. D. 


Two readers have recently asked 


for a discussion of a curious con- 
dition known as erythema nodo- 
sum. 
This may be considered 


neither a common disease nor ex- 
actly a rare one. It is a puzzling 
condition in many respects and one 
which has caused a, great deal of 
curiosity in the minds of medical 
men for a long'time. 


First, what it it? The first part 


of the name —erythema— means 
redness, and the last part means 
nodes or lumps. 
Generally ery- 


thema nodosum Consists of only a 
comparatively few reddish, oval, 
tender lumps, deeply buried in the 
skin. They'are most common on 
the legs and arms, but may ap- 
pear in other places as well.

Dark Colored ToweN Need Special Care 


If you are a user of some of the new trends in black. Scotch tartan, 
other dark-colored towels, take a little care in their laundry care. 
To produce the deep, rich tones in- these towels an unusual amount 


of dye is required. Because dark towels sometimes 
color the wash water, they should be washed sep- 
arately. 


In washing' use warm water—about 120 degrees, 


and a mild soap or synthetic detergent. 


Terry towels may be dried in the automatic dryer 


or hung outside. Select a shady spot for outside dry- 
ing. Hang about a third of the towel over the line 
so that the hems won't pull out of shape. 


When the towels are dry. shake and fold but 


never iron. Ironing flattens the loops and lessons 
the absorbency of the towel. 


If the laundry washes your towels, specify that they be fluff dried, 


or tumble dried. 
Acidity in Keeping of Cut Flower* \ 


Most water sources (tap water in 


cities, wells or streams in Illinois* 
are alkaline. The degree of alka- 
linity varies, but is approximately 
pHS. 
This is on the alkaline side 


of neutral. 


Recent research conducted at the 


University of Illinois shows that 
flowers keep best under acid con- 
ditions. This was true regardless 
of temperatures. In their research 
experiments, water supplies were 
acidified with dilute sulfunc acid, 
but other acids could also be bene- 
ficial. 


It is possible for housewives to 


secure a hydrion paper which is 
cheap. It is a satisfactory method 
of determining the pH of a liquid. 


The reduction of the pH of water 


does not take the place of the use 
of commercial preservatives. How- 
ever, even with preservatives such 
flowers as roses and stocks are 
short lived in the home. Reduction 
of pH helps to make the preserva- 
tives more effective. So try to keep 
your flowers at pH4.

Rural Ogifc 
Aphids Reported 'Moving 
Into Seedings of Legume

OREGON — Bugs, bugs, — yes, 


we're still having trouble with 
them. 


First aphids cleaned out entire 


clover fields. 
Many folks were 


prompted to plow up clover and 
put it in corn that would otheiwise 
have been hayland this year. The 
aphid damage is seemingly past 
and the spittlebug takes over. 


Just a word of warning — the 


aphids are migrating into new seed- 
ings of legumes, so please go out 
now, check youi fields of new seed- 
ings, and if*you find aphids, treat- 
ment may be necessary to avoid 
severe damage. Don't delay; three 
or four days have cost some farm- 
cis their entire hay ciop. 


If you think necessary call 25 at 


Oregon and ask that'l stop by your 
farm as soon as convenient. Just 
leave your name and address for 
it's not likely you'll find me in 
with all the farm requests coming 
to the office these days.

I can now establish a proper home, 
near his father if possible." 


The marriage in 1948 of the 


wealthy heir to Rockefeller oil 
millions and Bobo, daughter of an 
immigrant Lithuanian coal miner, 
had been a real-life "prince" and 
"poor girl" wedding. 


But they paited company shortly 


after their child's bnth in Septem- 
ber. 1948. 


Last year, Rockefeller set up a 


million-dollar trust fund for the 
youngster. At the same time, Mrs. 
Rockefeller told the Chicago Daily 
News she was broke and living off 
the charity of friends. 


She said her son ieahzed'"a 


small amount" from the trust fund 
but added: 


"I wouldn't touch it except for a 


real emergency."

In announcing the new trust 


fund. Rockefeller's lawyer, Timo- 
thy N. Pfeiffcr, said the income 
from the bov's tiust fund now 19 
§9,000 annually. 


It "will increase as he grows

dollais," the attorney said.

added: 


"Mr. Rockefeller hopes that his 


wife will now be willing to agree 
to arrangements under which in 
the future he may have the custody 
of Wmthrop Paul at icgular inter- 
vals so that he will have the com- 
panionship of his son."

How to Play Pfir Golf: 8 
Club Length Affects Stance 
~ 


Eighth of a Series 
By JIJLlt'S nOKOS 


Whcie to play the ball between 


the feet baffles not a few. 


The distance between the feet 


and the position of the ball vary 
with the length and even the in- 
dividual loft of the club. 


Using woods. I recommend play- 


ing the ball off a line just inside 
the left heel. 


Play the ball in the spot nearest 


that where your club will strike 
squarely at the time the arc of the 
swing 
i caches the lowest point. 


This will enable you to hit the ball 
squarely, instead of striking it 
while your club is arcing down- 
ward or upward. 


The ball is moved back as the 


clubs decrease 
in length. This 


makes the position of the ball 
compensate for shortening of the 
shafts, since the arc of the swing 
also becomes shorter. 


As ihe ball moves farther back 


toward the center of the feet and 
the dub graduates downward in 
length, the feet move closer to- 
gether to help maintain balance. 
The matter of moving the feet 
closer together on shorter iron 
shots creates an optical illusion 
that the ball is played farther back 
than is actually the case. 


My feel, for example, arc much 


closer together for a 5 iron than 
for a, drive. It appears the ball 
has been moved back between my 


feet considerably, wnen it really 
has been moved only a small de 
jgree. The diffeiencc between the 
position of the ball on a drive and 
5 iron is only about an inch and a 
half. 


Even with an 8 iron it would be 


no more than a couple of inches.

that her first thought was to tell 
Mummy of this wonderful experi- 
ence. 


Her mother was always very 


gentle with the children. She would 
take a great interest in their day's 
doings, and greet them with a 
"Well, darlings, and what have 
you seen today?" 


This time Princess 
Elizabeth 


wasted no time on repeating the 
lore about 
the tapestry which 


Queen Mary had passed on to us. 
Instead, she ran to her mother and 
hugged her. saying, "dh, Mummy, 
Mummy. There were three soldiers 
there!" 


That interest in things military 


has remained with her. She would 
always stand fascinated ai the 
window of 145 while the guard 
marched across Hyde Park corner 
in the mornings, splendid in their 
scarlet uniforms. 


"Oh, look. Crawfie." she would 


say excitedly. "Aren't they pret- 
ty?" , 
I used sometimes to see the 


same expression of interest acioss 
her face while she watched a' 
parade of soldiers at a much later 
date. 


However much the routine of her 


life may weigh on her, I am sure 
the military side of it will never 
bore her.

One of Queen Elizabeth's most 


charming traits was exhibited in 
her insistence that her 
sister, 


Princess Margaret, should be giv- 
en all the attention due her. This 
has persisted from childhood. 


When Princess Elizabeth, even 


as a very small girl, felt that visi- 
tors or friends were making so 
much ,fuss of her that Princess 
Margaret was in danger of being 
neglected.
